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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of Amendment filed on December 6, 2002. Claims 1- 
32 and 59 are pending. The finality of the previous Office action dated June 6, 2002 is 
hereby withdrawn in view of the applicants' remarks. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-32 and 59 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-27 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6274131 B1 . Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because both sets of claims are directed to a 
mascara composition which is in wax-in-water emulsion having at least one wax and 
film-forming polymers with overlapping limitations. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1 . Claims 1-32 and 59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

There is no disclosure to support the weight range of the "at least one wax" 
between greater than 9 and less than 10 %. The specification and abstract, and the 
invention of the parent case is directed to a composition comprising a mixture of hard 
waxes which is present at least 10 percent by weight of the total composition. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicants' assertion that the claimed 
weight amount is inherently supported by the disclosure. The holding in In re Wertheim 
is not applicable in this case. In that case, the claimed weight range of "between 35% 
and 60 %" is supported by the original disclosure because that limitation was clearly 
within the disclosed broad range of 25-60 %. Although the Wertheim court took into the 
consideration that the disclosure also showed an example comprising a solid content of 
36% and 50 %, this case must distinguished from the present case because, there, the 
claimed range was clearly within the described broad range. 

2. Claim 59 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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Claim 59 recites, "at least one wax comprises both a rice bran wax and a 
polyethylene wax". The claim is vague and indefinite as it is not clear whether the "at 
least one wax" in (i) refers to a single type of wax or a mixture of wax. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-4, 7-9, 18-22, 24-29, and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Arraudeau et al. (US 5154916) ("Arraudeau"). 

The rejection is maintained for the reasons of record as indicated in the Office 
action dated June 6, 2002. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on December 6, 2002 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

While applicants assert that not every limitation is met by the prior art, examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The prior art discloses a mascara composition which discloses 
every claimed limitation of the instant invention but the particle size of the wax. 
Examiner's view that the prior art anticipates the instant invention is based on the fact 
that the prior art composition employs the same wax as used in the instant invention, 
and there is no particular mention that the prior art is a nano or microemulsion.
